“The Plekens-Anderson Compact.”

We find the following article in the last
issue of the Pickens Sentinel, wmder the
caption quoted asbove, a few words concern-
ing which we presume will not be oljec-
tionoble to our estecmed contemporary, ‘in-
asmuch os both it and the Commissioners
ol that County seem to be nt n loss to un-
derstand why the Commissioners of (his
County have not paid whuat the Commis-
sioners of Pickens bave heen pleased to
designate ns their “partof this agreement’” :
“The question is now, *What has becomo
of the Amlerson part of this azreemeon

The Air Line Company has complied wih
its part of the contruet.  The Pickens por-
tion of the fence-money Las been paid into
the treasury, but nut"ﬁn-' hus been heard
from the County Commissioners of An-
derson.  Our County Clerk hos sent them o
full statement of the affuir, which they
have treated: with silent contempt. If they
wish more legislition on the subject wu

| would like to hear from them at onge,"

The “statement” was received Ly tlie
Commissioners of this County, but as it
was considered not only esor! tunt but
unequally apportioned, it wis  rejected.
Thestatement shows that the whole amonunt
of fence built is 34 miles, at a cost of
4,063,209, on 27 miles of which the Air Line
Ruilroad paid $50 per nile, making $1,350,
from which the County Treasurer's commis-
sion was deducted.  Anderson’s proportion
is one-halfl ol the remainder on the 27 miles
together with one-hall on G miles in addi-
tion, ageregating $1,481.98, The proportion
for Pickens is the same a8 that for Ander-
son with the cost of one mile ndditional,
ngeregating $1,5068.51.
The Act authorizing this building of the
fence reads: “The County of Anderson
shall only be requirad to pay the propor-
tion provided for that County for the nun-
ber of miles for which the said County
would be required to Puy if the Air Line
Railroad run the line of such fence,” from
whieh it Is plainly scen that the Comimis-
slovers of Plekons Wave ineroassd ane o
Burr.iun considerably from what it shiould be
y rights, The Air Line Roilroad does not
“run the line of such fence” for a distance of
&4 miles by a good deal ; and even if it did
wecnnnoL exncuy sce how the Pickens Com-
missioners could expect Anderson to pay
any portion of the expense of building rh?s
enoe wWoen sue nis DULIH I Whniever oo
svith coniructing fur the work.  Our Com-
missioners were not consulted about the
matter, although the Pickens Commission-
era considered that we had 83 much interost
in the matter as they did, Moreover the
priees at which the building was done was
exorbitant, and does not reflect much
credit upon the business capacity of the
parties who attanded to letting dut the con-
tructs. The whole conduct of the Pickens
Commissiolors is, to say the least of it, as
